I am pleased to provide the Congress with this report on the Department of Defense 
Environmental Compliance Program for FY 1992 - FY 1997. The DoD will be the Federal 
leader in agency environmental compliance and protection. Our vision to take the lead means 
more than mere compliance. It means action and commitment. Through quality processes and 
initiatives, a dedicated and trained workforce, and prudent management of our resources, we 
can realize this vision. 

The Department has made significant progress in complying with the increasing number 
of environmental laws and regulations. For example, each of the Services now has an active 
environmental audit program. Across the Department as a whole, more than 5,600 people 
make a full time commitment to protecting the environment. That includes a wide range of 
facilities and programs. This estimate will climb to over 6,000 by the year 1995. The 
attitudes and dedication of these people, our most important asset, are critical to achieving 
the lead in global stewardship. 

We have been successful in identifying requirements and increasing the funding necessary 
to make significant progress towards achieving our goal of full compliance within two years. 

In FY 1992, DoD will spend more than $1,400,000,000 for environmental compliance. 

These increased resources, at a time of diminishing Defense budgets, demonstrate our 
commitment to meet or exceed environmental standards. 

The Department is aggressively implementing quality into every aspect of our environ- 
mental program. Our effons to integrate environmental considerations into our activities and 
operations culminated in a new DoD policy to incorporate environmental concerns into the 
acquisition process. Other ongoing initiatives to promote environmental protection include 
energy management and conservation, rebuilding and modifying equipment to increase 
efficiency, expanding our recycling program, substituting non-hazardous materials for 
hazardous materials, and continued research and development of advanced prevention 
technologies. Proactive pollution prevention programs are assuring that DoD management 
practices of today preclude cleanup requirements tomorrow. We are well on our way to 
achieving our goal of a 50 percent reduction in hazardous waste disposal by 1992, using a 
1987 baseline. 

The Department has a sound program in place for environmental Research, Development, 
Testing, and Evaluation (RDT&E). Science and technology in this area have been progressing 
rapidly. In FY 1992, DoD will spend more than $100,000,000 on RDT&E for environmental 
compliance. Research and development activities have resulted in better, more cost-effective 
methods and processes for reducing hazardous waste generation and disposal, plastics 



reduction, ordnance reclamation and disposal, improving precious metal recovery, advanced 
recycling, and minimizing hazardous material use. 

Despite our efforts towards achieving environmental excellence, the Department is faced 
with many challenges. The substantial increase in scope and complexity of environmental laws, 
regulations, and standards, has affected our rate of Notice of Violations (NOVs). Identifying, 
understanding, and meeting the applicable requirements of the new Clean Air Act amendments 
will not be easy. The declining number of available landfills for disposal of non-hazardous 
waste has become a significant challenge. Disposal costs are climbing as waste products are 
taken to more remote locations or treated at more expensive facilities. 

The Department has made great strides towards instilling an environmental ethic, making 
good environmental actions a part of our everyday concerns, and ensuring that the safety and 
health of our people and the environment are protected. We are the stewards of air, land, 
water and natural resources, and as such, are obligated to protect them. Proper care of our 
environment is cost effective in the long term and, more importantly, it’s the right thing to 
do. 


The information presented in this report illustrates to Congress and the public a 
comprehensive assessment of our accomplishments and challenges in the DoD Environmental 
Compliance Program. We appreciate the continued support and look forward to working 
together in the future.

SUMMARY OF FUNDING LEVELS 


The Department of Defense Environmental Compliance Program encompasses a wide 
range of budget activities, programs, and appropriations. Resources for environmental 
compliance are integrated into various DoD appropriation accounts such as Operations and 
Maintenance (O&M); Procurement; Research, Development, Test, and Evaluation (RDT&E); 
and Military Construction/Family Housing (MILCON). 

The scope of operations financed comprises Hazardous Waste Management and Disposal 
Services for compliance with the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act (RCRA); air 
pollution requirements (Clean Air Act); water pollution (Clean Water Act); environmental 
assessments and planning (National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA); and drinking water 
requirements (S^e Drinking Water Act). Activities to comply with a variety of other laws 
and regulations include radon and asbestos investigations and mitigations, release response and 
cleanups, polychlorinated biphenyls (PCS) cleanup and elimination, long-term groundwater 
monitoring, and Halon and CFC replacement. Resources also fund requirements to comply 
with host nation criteria at overseas locations. The Natural, Cultural, Historic, Land, and 
Forest Management program also comes under the umbrella of environmental compliance. 

In FY 1992/FY 1993, DoD will spend more than $1.4/$ 1.3 billion respectively for 
environmental compliance. The Department will spend over $109/$92 million respectively on 
research and development projects. These budget estimates suppon 5,693 full time DoD 
personnel for FY 1992, and 5,914 for FY 1993 both in the Continental United States and 
overseas. Detailed budget data by installation and DoD component are provided for the budget 
years. Estimated funding levels and full time personnel for FY 1994 through FY 1997 are 
identified.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE 


The Department of Defense (DoD) is responsibile for providing 
the military forces, Army, Navy, Air Force, and Marine Corps, 
needed to deter war and protect the security of the United 
States. The Secretary of Defense, under direction of the Presi- 
dent, exercies direction, authority, and control over the Depart- 
ment which comprises the Office of the Secretary of Defense, the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and Joint Staff, Military Departments, 
Unified and Specified Commands, DoD Inspector General, Defense 
Agencies, and DoD Field Activities. Additional information may 
be found in DoD Directive 5100.1. 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense (OSD) , is the princi- 
pal staff element of the Secretary in the exercise of policy 
development, planning, resource management, fiscal, and program 
evaluation responsibilities. The OSD includes the immediate 
offices of the Secretary and Deputy Secretary of Defense, Under 
Secretary of Defense for Acquisition, Under Secretary of Defense 
for Policy, Director of Defense Research and Engineering, Assis- 
tant Secretaries of Defense, DoD Comptroller, General Counsel, 
Assistants to the Secretary of Defense, and such other staff 
offices as the Secretary established to assist in carrying out 
assigned responsibilities. 

The Military Departments are the Departments of the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force. The Marine Corps is a part of the Depart- 
ment of the Navy. Each Military Department is separately orga- 
nized under its own Secretary and funtions under the direction, 
authority, and control of the Secretary of Defense. The Military 
Departments are responsible for organizing, training, supplying, 
and equipping forces for assignment to Unified and Specified 
Commands (U/S Commands) . 

The Unified/Specified Commands are responsible to the Presi- 
dent of the United States and Secretary of Defense. Unified 
Commands, composed of assigned components of two or more Ser- 
vices, include the European Command, Pacific Command, Atlantic 
Command, Southern Command, Special Operations Command, Central 
Command, Transportation Command, and Space Command. Specified 
Commands are usually composed of forces from one Service, but may 
include units and have representation from other Services. They 
include the Forces Command and Strategic Air Command. Commanders 
of the U/S Commands exercise command authority over forces 
assigned to them as directed by the Secretary of -Defense. Addi- 
tional information is available in DoD Directive 5100.1. 

The Defense Agencies , authorized by the Secretary of Defense 
in accordance with the provisions of Title 10, United States 
Code, perform selected support and service-- functions on a Depart- 
ment-wide basis. Additional information is available in DoDD 
5105.41, 5105.19, 5105.22, 5105.40, 5105.31, and TS-5134.2. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE 


The Organizational Structure for DoD, Office of the 
Secretary of Defense (OSD), Military Departments, and Defense 
Aqencies are outlined in this chapter. A general description of 
the functions and duties of DoD personnel who carry out environ- 
mental activities (including research) is also included. Where 
appropriate, the pertinent DoD Directive which provides more 
detailed information on the authorities and responsibilities of 
the organization is identified. Additional information is avail 
able in the United States Government Manual or by direct contact 
with the various organizations. 



better we manage them will reduce the likelihood for incidents and the creation of hazardous 
waste. 


The Department’s aging infrastructure contributes to increased costs for facilities repair 
and maintenance. Some of the environmental violations in DoD are due to operational 
problems associated with faulty, aged, corroded and otherwise inadequate facilities. During 
mobilization, DoD industrial and manufacturing facilities must comply with standards affecting 
emissions, discharges, treatment, storage, and disposal of hazardous waste. Although the 
President has the authority, when in the interest of the United States, to exempt Federal 
Facilities from cenain provisions of environmental law, this exemption would not be sought if 
there are engineering or other solutions available. 

In summary, the Department is committed to full compliance with all applicable Federal, 
stale, local and host nation environmental laws and statutes. There are significant costs 
associated with compliance. However, these costs and impacts are an integral part of the cost 
of doing DoD business. The Department will continue to work towards building an environ- 
mental ethic, integrating environmental concerns into our day-to-day operations, and ensuring 
that the safety and health of our people and the environment are protected.

EFFECT OF ENVIRONMENTAL COMPLIANCE 
ON OPERATIONS AND 
MISSION CAPABnJTIES OF 
THE DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE 


The Department of Defense (DoD) is committed to full compliance with all applicable 
Federal, State, local and host nation environmental laws and regulations. With DoD 
installations worldwide and specialized military operations to manage, this is a formidable task. 
The DoD Environmental Program encompasses efforts to prevent environmental degradation, 
identify environmental deficiencies, plan the necessary corrective actions, provide necessary 
resources, and track compliance. 

In addition to the goal of full compliance, the DoD is committed to carrying out its 
missions and activities in an environmentally acceptable manner. Compliance and environmental 
sustainability are important DoD goals that contribute to protecting the environment and 
natural resources, enhancing mission capabilities, strengthening community relationships, and 
minimizing personal liability risks and long-term costs and liabilities for the Federal govern- 
ment. 


Despite our efforts to achieve environmental excellence, DoD continues to experience 
degrees of non-compliance and significant challenges in Environmental Management While 
many installations have an excellent environmental record, expereinced environmental staff are 
not available at every installation. A recent review of the DoD environmental program 
concluded that most of the Notice of Violations (NOVs) received are the result of inadequate 
training and procedures at the installation level. Many violations can be resolved through 
inexpensive improvements in recordkeeping and better housekeeping. 

The Resource Conservation and Recovery Act (RCRA) is the source of the majority of 
NOVs, followed by various forms of water pollution regulations. In terms of individual 
violations, RCRA citations take an even greater proportion because most air and water NOVs 
refer to one-count exceedances, whereas RCRA inspections focus on a wide range of 
procedural issues and seem to generate numerous violations. For effective compliance, 
installations must develop a high degree of expertise with state and local laws and regulations. 

Environmental challenges that the Department faces include the following: 

— Keeping up with the substantial increase in environmental laws, regulations, and 
standards of the Federal government, the fifty states, local communities, and U.S. Territories. 
The proliferation of laws and regulations, compounded by a lack of consistency among 
enforcement agencies, complicates the situation. 



Identifying, understanding and meeting the applicable requirements of the new 
Clean Air Act amendments. The amendments are expected to impact industrial and manufactur- 
ing facilities. 


Addressing stormwater discharges. 

Enhancing operation and maintenance of wastewater treatment and solid and 
hazardous waste management facilities. 

Increasing DoD-wide emphasis on Pollution Prevention. 

Identifying, testing and remediating our underground storage tanks. 

Improving quality in our workforce. Expand recruitment, increase training, and 
development of a career plan which will encourage retention. 

Strengthening relationships with regulators. 

Expanding research effons to find suitable substitutes and developing non-CFC 
and Halon substitution technologies. 

In addition to the challenges which stem from basic environmental program management, 
other mission and operation impacts include complexities and challenges associated with 
personnel, base operations, readiness training, demilitarization, sustainability, acquisition and 
development, aging infrastructure, mobilization, restationing, and base realignment and closure. 

Reducing the size of our forces is an ongoing DoD effort. The Services and Defense 
Agencies are committed to down-sizing the force structure to include both civilian and military 
personnel. Conscientious efforts are being made to increase the size of the environmental 
staff as necessary. Increases in the environmental program will be at the expense of other 
programs in the Department. 

Environmental costs for base operations is expected to climb even higher to alleviate the 
backlog of maintenance and repair projects. Constraints in the Operations and Maintenance 
accounts impact on the Department’s ability to keep up with, as well as comply with 
continually changing environmental laws and regulations. 

Open buming/open detonation (OB/OD) of ordnance is one example of an area where we 
beleive inappropriate application of enviommental regulations could curtail our mission. The 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) requires DoD installations that are conducting 
regulated OB/OD operations to obtain final RCRA permits. If the facilities do not receive 
final permits and are required to close, this will seriously impact production capabilities since 
production cannot continue if no disposal options are available for off- specification material. 
Also, continued storage of unstable obsolete conventional ammunition will create undue safety 
risks. 


Deployment of troops, supplies, and equipment must be accomplished in an environmen- 
tally sound manner. The fewer hazardous materials that we have in our inventory and the
